LONDON. Sept 5, 4:15 A M.—Toduy's 


despatches from Shanghai and Tien 
Tsin refer to the hopeless condition and 
mismanagement of the Gbinete tele 
graphic service, which probably ac 
connts in part! for tho delay in hearing 
from Pehiu. Another reason for the 
delay is probably the anxiety of the 
Chinese authorities to 
procure the 


evacuation of Pokin. No effort is be 
ing spared by them to attain this ob 
jeot. It is their idea that, if the for- 
eign ministers are allowed free com- 
munication with their governments, the 
full extent of the Chinese government's 
complicity in the anti-foreign uprising 
will be revealed and this will lead to 
the refusal of the allies to leave Pekiu 
until retribution has been obtained. 
All telegrams have to be taken by cour- 
ier from Tai-Nan-Fu to Pekin and all 
cipher despatches nave probably been 
stopped. According to Shanghai ad- 
vices, Li Hung Obang has cabled the 
Chinese minister in London as fol- 
lows: "Oar St. Petersburg minister 
has persuaded Russia to leave Pekin. 
Yon are useless if you cannot maka 
England do the same thing." It is re- 
ported that Eurl Li has promised lius- 
sia three Muncburiaa provinces, if she 
will secure the withdrawal of the allies 
from Pekin and favorable peace terms 
with the powbiH, Both the empress 
and Li are lavishing money to bring 
tins about. Them ia no sign of a de- 
cision cf the powers regarding the 
withdrawal ot the troops. The Japan 
ese papers unreservedly condemn the 
proposition and assert thut there is a 
secret oompivct between Germany and 
Russia, to the detriment of Great Brit 
ain and Japan.

"The Kussiaa secret,poljca have alw^ayg 


been .popular stock characters, in, sensar 
tional novels," said a man "who generally 
knows what h^ is tayiuyp aboqt, "but, of 
course, the average reader has his private 
doubts about such people really existing. 
That, let me inform you, is where the 
average reader is mistaken. l?uring,the 
u'igu of the late czar, when nihilism was 
rampant and refugees were coming here 
by the shipload, the imperial govern- 
ment had n small army of, spies'all over 
the world to keep track of the mo\ements 
of exiled revolutionary leaders. It was 
their business to ingratiate, themselves 
with the suspects, pretend sympathy with 
the cause aud post the officials as to any 
mischief that might be hatching abroad. 


"A number of years ago, to cite a case 


in point -which <jnn!t harm anybody at 
present, I made the acquaintance of 
n little Russian watchmaker who lived 
on Bourbon street nnd was a remarkably 
well educated and interesting fellow. We 
meet so many well educated foreigners, 
however, in all kinds of stations that I 
never suspected there was anything out 
of the commonplace in this man's history 
until one day when we were taking din- 
ner together he suddenly burst into tears. 
I was astonished, and he told me, in 
much agitation, that the day was tbe an- 
niversary of the death of his brother and 
that he bad been trying in vain all morn- 
ing to control himself., The brother was 
hanged at St. Petersburg for complicity 
in tho assassination of the czar. 
Once 


the ice was broken the little man made 
me to some extent his confidant, and I 
learned many curious things about the 
nihilist refugees. He was the son of n 
Hussion gentleman of wealth; but, like 
most children of the upper classes, he 
had been taught a trade. Consequently 
be had watchmaking to fall back ou 
when he was forced to fly with many oth- 
er revolutionists after the czar was killed. 


"However, to get back to the secret 


service: There were nt that time ten or a 
do/.en nihilist refugees in New Orleans, 
and they' used to meet regularly in a 
room on Conti street to talk things over. 
One day a new exile turned up in the per- 
son of a young man who clairnsd to have 
been run ortt of Moscow as n suspect, 
lie was not a member of the order, but 
he professed warm sympathy for it and 
was gradually accepted as a comrade by 
the others. I used to hear a great deal 
about him from the little watchmaker, 
who was naturally generous ai\d unsns 
pioious and had been impressed by his 
y.eal and enthusiasm. That sort of thins 
went on for four or five months. Then 
one night my friend, the nihilist, came to 
me in great excitement nnd told me the 
new recruit was a Russian spy. 
couldn't believe it; it sounded too melo- 
dramatic, but he showed me a letter that 
was convincing. It came from a. reliable 
correspondent in Germany, inclosed the 
fellow's photograph and gave his com- 
plete record. lie was n secret apent of 
some note. Luckily he hadn't been taken 
into full confidence, so he had learned 
nothing worth telling, and while the oth- 
ers were debating wliat to do with him 
he suddenly took the alarm and decamp- 
ed between suns. Had he remained ho 
would undoubtedly have met with an ac- 
cident, nnd 1 suppose I would have been 
an accessory before the fact. That was 
the case that came under my personal ob- 
servation. On another occasion a Rus- 
sian spy came here to locate a couple of 
nihilists who hnd been journalists in St. 
Petersburg. He found one of them work- 
ing in a shoeshop, disclosed his identity 
finnkly nnd told the refugee to be per- 
fectly tranquil. lie said he was sending 
in fake reports to the government simply 
to get expense money nnd proposed that 
they work up a big nihilist scare and di- 
vide what they could squeeze out of the 
secret service bureau. 
The proposition 


was politely declined. I saw the fellow's 
papers and credentials myself; they were 
undoubtedly genuine. 


"The expense of maintaining such a 


service must have been enormous, and 
since New Orleans was so closely watch- 
ed, one can imagine the elaborate espion- 
age that was no doubt maintained in 
some of the northern cities which have 
large Russian colonies. There were very 
few traitors among the nihilists them- 
selves and during my acquaintance with 
the local group I knew of but one in- 
stance of that kind. It bad a most dra- 
matic denouement. A man who had be- 
trayed several of bis comrades in Russia 
came to this country for safety, and. if I 
remember rtghtly, first settled in Mobile. 
His presence was known to the brother- 
hood, which simply ignored him, and. as 
a matter of fact, bo was in no* danger 
whatever, but tho villain was tormented 
by the fear of retribution, and the idea 
finally developed" into an absolute mania, 
lie left Mobile and -went from one place 
to another, occasionally appealing to the 
police for protection and finally landed 
nt Galveston. I heard of the case through 
the newspapers and asked my friend Con- 
fidentially whether trTe man was really 
npt to be molested. 'Not in the least,'jie 
replied. 'We cannot afford to get into 
trouble ovtjr him. and. besides, we feel 
safe in leaving him to his conscience." 
As events proved they were quite right. 
The badgered, phantom haunted wretch 
crept into the corner of a vacant lot and 
shot himself through the heart. So. you 
see, tjjere is a good deal of unsuspected 
dranik' and tragedy be'neath the prosaic 
surfijjl? of everyday life, and if we knew 
onljjwi fraction of what is going on all 
aroijftd us I dare say we would lose our 
taste* for the theater nnd the novel. I 
speak somewhat freely of these expe- 
riences because my little friend 
the 


watchmaker has been^ dead these half 
dozen years, poor fellow, and 1 dotibt 
whether a single one of his'ftld compan- 
ions in misfortune is still living in New 
Orleans,"—New Orleans ' Times-Demo-

cept by special request; a single iron bed- 
stead, the wornont springs of which had 
boon replaced with boards; three shaky 
chairs and a common wooden table. 


The bud had a single straw mattress 


and a diugy red blanket, and the floor 
nnd table were covered with dirty und 
dilapidated «ilcloth. The room was pa- 
pered in bright blue, and the single sash 
curtain was of dingy cotton. Tacked 
ulong the wall beside the bed, probably 
for ornament, was the remnant of an oW 
felt piano cover. 


Above the table on a piece of cardboard 


were scrawled the following rules: Price 
of room one day, 2 rubles; extra bed, 50 
kopecks; tea for one, 25 kopeck*.; tea for 
two, 40 kopecks; dinner (three dtelics), 1 
ruble; dinner (two dishes), 75 kopecks. 
Every person taking a room must pay 
for 24 houis, no matter how short hj|j 
staj'.

Perhaps '5 per cent of the swing strops 


sold consist of the leather alone, hut the 
great majority of them, of whatever 
kind, grade or quality, consist of two 
parts—the leather strop and a strop of 
corresponding dimensions of cotton or 
linen. 
On cheap strops this part Is of 


cotton. On the best strops of whatever 
kind it is of the best Irish linen, woven 
in the form of a hose and then fl^tteu- 
ed into strop form. 


There is a swing strop that is reversi- 


ble. 
If the face of the leather is cut 


in use, the strop attachments are such 
that the leather can readily be turned. 
There is also a swingxstrop that rolls up 
like n window shade into the attachment 
from which it swings on the wall. 


Ilaud strops, the familiar two sided 


nnd four sided strops, with a handle at 
one end, are mode in very great variety, 
including, for example, traveling strops, 
pne sort of which, small in size, h^s a 
handle that unscrews and can be drop- 
ped inside a place made to receive it in 
the strop. 


Besides the hand strops of solid con- 


struction with two or four sides, there 
are hand strops whose sides are com- 
posed of leather straps drawn at either 
end over a supporting framework, which 
can be tightened by turning up on the 
handles. 


Hand strops arc sold at various prices, 


ranging from 13 cents to $4 each; silver 
mounted hand strops run up to $25 each. 


By no means every man that shaves 


himself and has a razor strop of some 
sort has also a razor hone, or stone. As n 
matter of fact, not one man in n hundred 
perhaps not one in a thousand, has one 
There are men that hone their own ra 
zors. using, perhaps, a stone that came 
down to them from their father, or il 
might be from their grandfather. Anc 
stones can be bought, if one wants them 
that way. in a silver box. But as a rule 
when JL man's razors need honing ho is 
more than likely to take them to the bar- 
ber's. So that the razor stone is virtually 
a professional implement, used almost ex- 
clusively by the barbers. 


Of razor stones there are two general 


kinds, all of which, of both kinds. 
are imported, the water stones, as they 
are called, because they are used with 
water, from Germany, and the oil stones, 
used with oil and called Belgian oil 
stones, from Belgium. 
Somo barbers use 


one and some the other, and some use 
both. 
Of course the razor stone is n 


very important part of the barber's kit 
of tools, and he values n good stone high- 
ly. And a good razor stone is rather a 
costly thing. 


German water stones cost from 23 


cents to $2 each, and Belgium oil stones, 
according to the grit and quality, from 
75 cents to $5 each, these prices being 
for stones from 6 to 15 inches in length. 
8 inch and 10 inch being the sizes most 
commonly used.—New York Sun.

Chinese Mormonlsm. 


The law and custom allow a Chinaman 


to have as many wives as he can sup- 
port, but only the first wif,- is regarded 
as the legitimate mother of the house- 
hold. She is the ruler of all the chil- 
dren, who will mourn for her a hundred 
days. The husband, who can remarry 
as often as he likes, does not show any 
sign of mourning for his wife to the out- 
er world, b'ut a woman v«ho marries 
again after her husband's death is not 
considered respectable.

husband's grave, then a pailau, which is 
an ornamental gateway or arch, will be 
erected as a sign of transcendent loyalty 
and virtue.
